Addresses by Mr. Gorham amd Nr.
Mizhels.

The most pumerous sud earnest gath.
ering of the people in Carson during the
present politicsl contest occurred st the
Theater Inst evening, The honse was
filled with ladies nnd gentlemen twenty
winutes previons {o the Lime anvonbeed
foc the comnmenccent of the spoaking

Probably one-thied the number of the
sadience were ladies, The occasion was
the delivery of addresass by Hn Georg-
C Gorhem and Mr Heory R, Mighels

Previous to the speaking the streeta were
made brilliant by bonfirea, and music
accowmpanicd the gathering of the
people. Mr. E. B. Zibriskie, Chuir

man of the Counoly Hepnbiican
Committee, annouuced that 1he fol

lowing nama1 gentlemen had been se-
lected as officers of the mesting:  Gen,

T. D. Edwards, President; Vice-Presi-
denta, Messrs. Tufly, Crawford, Slater,
Grioage and Tsbriner; Secrelary, Alired
Helm. These gentlemen took seuts
apon the stag=. Mr. Edwards stated
that the objest of the meeting wus 1o dis
cuss the issucs between the two great
politieal partics now contendiog for the
control of the government for the next
forr vears. The history of Lhe Demo-
eratic party is such an cue as should for-
ever precinde that party from the con-
trol of ihis government. When threat-
ened wi'h defeat they threatened seces-
sion and the destruction of this govern-
mens. The Hepablican party io coming
into power quelled thia rebellion. saved
the Union, and hiberated four millions of
slaves. From the past history of these
two parties we are to jadge which ia to
be intrusted with the control of tha gov-
ernment. President Edwarda then in-
troduaced Mr. Mighels, who said he
thought it slmost an imposition on the
asudience to occupy the time when be
knew every one present was impatient to
listen to Mr. Gorham. He then spoke
briefly npon the bullion tax, the Siate
Prison, the proposad Insave Asylum,
and an institution for the restraiut, cor-
reciion and reformation of juvenile
offenders. In 1863 a State Constitation
was framed, which was rojeeted by the
people. Im 1561 another Constitution,
our present vne, was framed.  Our State
Government was called together in the
interest of the mining corporations, and
the taxing of the mioes wus with their
consent. In 1871 an Act wus passed by

our Legislsture deducting the eost of the

reduction of ores not to exceed a speci-
fied amonut, from taxation. Two hun-
dred and cight of oor mining corporas-
tions of this Siate do business in Cali-
fornia. Of the first twenty-five mining
compunies Whose stock is quoted on the
Boaid, ut the present redueed price,
the slock sggregatéds one  hamdr d
millions of  dollars. The pres
eat Donanza kings bave commeunced
a comez of action tbat would invalidate
the present tax on the met proceeds of
the mives. Every man in the State in
as mach interest=d im the taxalion of
the mines as Lhe mioing companies
theinsclves. The tax is not oppressive.
The dividends paid during the Jast year
exceeded the amoant upou
which  taxes are  paid. He
opposed the calling of the proposed
Counstitutional Convention on aceount of
the expense and danger atiending it
There is uo necessity for a larger pnson
than our present one. We bave about
car usual percentage of criminals, and
thst percentage is decreasing. Oar pris-
on has cost $200,000, Ninety-six thou-
sand dollars has been expended on the
walls of the proposed prison building at
Reno. It will cost half a million to com-
plete the wall and corral of the Reno
building. He was opposed to further
expenditore on that Reno wall,—unless
to fill op the bole in it and make ita
leoatic usylam. It costs 150 per an
nom to feed, clothe and guard each
prisoner at the State Prison here—or
$22.000 per annum for the prisoners we
now have. It woold not cost more per
bend to take caire of a lupatic thau a
prisoper. We should have an instita-
tion of onr ewn for our insane, Itis
our solemn, bounlen duty to establisha
Reform School 1o eorrect, resirsin and
reform the hoodlum element in the youth
of our State. The speaker elosed by
cenuselieg every Republican to stand Ly
their whole ticket. Do this aud on elec-
tiou day all our mouutain peaks would
be emblszoned with the clear effulgence
of a Repablican victory. Oar re-
porter is aware of bhis inability to more
than faintly iodicate the language of
this specch, which was well received and
Leaitily applanded.

Mr. Gorham, on being introdnced ssid
he had known the epeaker who had pre-
ceded him, twenty-four years, and com-

limented him on his ability, and

nowledge of what this State needs. The
Democrats  aye solicitons abont the
Chinese question, and he proposed to
instract them.  All thet bas been done
to keep the Chinese out of oar State bas
been sccomplished by the Congressicnal
Repablican delegation from this State
and Cuiifornia.
